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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Ammendments do not place the aplication in condition for allowance because adding new limitations on claim 
23 to make it independent after final are not appropriate. Arguments are not persuasive and claims are still rejectable over prior art. 
Specifically Hailey teaches a dielectric conductor (fig 2) which is a non-electrically conductive material carrying an electric conductor, also 
while Hailey teaches a relationship between the diameter of apertures and the attenuation, it shows that the dimensions of the aperture 
affect the attenuation and that all of the dimensions would need to be chosen to maximize airflow and attenuation, this includes the 
dimension between opposite surfaces of the shield mass. Tubes are elongated hollow conduits used to conduct gasses or fluid and Hailey 
reads on this definition. Finally the Hailey, Daoud combination is not improper because although Hailey teaches a dielectric -conductor, 
painting the aperture walls with conductive paint does not destroy Haileys invention and infact improves attenuation affects of the walls. 
Further, the adding limitations raises new issues that would require further conisderation and/or search.. 
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
